I aveopdance with provisions of the Atcmic Energy Acts of
1556 and 19%h, it bas been ihe praetice for such mplovees to be
lnvestigated Ly the Clvil Service Commission or the Federal
Burean of Investigation despite the fuct that thay have previously
becn investigated snd security cleared for employment by this
Agency.

In view of the pesssge of Secticn 145(d) of the Atomie Energy
Act of 195%, vhich permits sn exception under certain conditions
to the requirensnt for investigation by the Civil Service
Commission or Federal Buresu of Investigation, this Agency bas
requested that arrangements be mads so that its employees @&y
be grented sccess to Restricted Datu on the basis of the
CIA clesronce as an suthorized excsption under Section 145(%)
of the Act which would cbviste the necessity of further investigstion
by the Civil Service Commission cr the Pederal Bureau of
Tovestigatios,

We have explained owr position in a letter to the Chairmen
of the Atomic Energy Commission, = copy of which 1o sttached,
pointing out thet esch of our aaplayw, wicr o entering on
duty, is the subject of a full-field iavestigatica by our owm
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investigative fae_ilit&ns under standards at least squivalent to
those of the Civil Bervice Commission investigstion for accese
to Restricted Data and the investigative requirements of
Rescutive Order 10350. In addition, we pointed out that the
evaluation of the investigative resulis conforms with ﬁmmztive'
Order 10450 and certein special reqnirmaﬁa of the Agency.

Fhis matter hes been discussed by represertativee of this
Agency and the Atomic Evergy Comsission, amd it is our opinion
that the investigative standards of the Agency are in conformity
vith the standards and specificetions established by the Atomic
Energy Cosmiassion pursuant to Section 145{f). In sddition, we
believe that the evaluative standards of the Central Intelligence
Agency cen be conpldered by the Atonic Energy Commission sufficient
to satisfy the requirement in Section 145({b) which provides that
the Comission must é.em‘ thet pexmitting an individual to
have accese to Bestricted Data will not endanger the common
defense and security. This Agency is prepared to establish with
the A:mic Energy Commisaion &ﬁ sppropriste system of certification
m& reviev,. - Xt should ba noted that the requirement under Section
145{c) for a full £ield investigstion by the Federal Bureau of
Investigation in the event that derogatory information is dis-
covered wwm have been satisfied under the Agency security pro-
eodwres which conform to Executive Order 10450, |
